Obregon will lead the Constitution- 
alists against Mexico City, following 
Ms victory at Guadalajara, and that 
General Villa has abandoned the cam- 
paign against the capital was reveal- 
ed by a man closely connected with 
the Constitutionalists' junta here. 


Huerta's downfall is imminent, ac- 


cording to Senor Juan TJrquido, sec- 
retary of the Constitutionalist junta 
while commenting on the 
fall of 


Guadalajara. "The fall of Guadala- 
jara," he said, "means that the final 
assault on the capital will be made 
•very soon. If Huerta is wise he will 
skip out as soon as possible, if he 
can."

For either moist or dry dress- 


ings for -wounds glucose may be 
used. For the former, tht sur- 
face of the wound is first thor- 
oughly cleaned with sterilized 
cotton swabs moistened with a 
4.8 solution of glucose in water. 
This forms an isotonic saccha- 
rine "serum." It is then cover- 
ed with dressing soaked In the 
golution, which is secured in the 
usual manner with sterile wool 
and bandages. 


For the dry dressing powdered 


glucose is dusted »ver the sur- 
face of the wound. In some few 
cases this is painful, although 
the moist dressings occasion no 
pain 
The dressings are renew- 


ed every day for infected wounds 
and thoroughly cleansed at each 
dressing. 
When nearly disin- 


fected the dressing is changed 
only on alternate days, and then 
less frequently as healing l>ro- 
gresses. Glucose appears to fa- 
vor granulation and cicatriza- 
tion.

An Absolute Vacuum. 


What would seem to be an absolute 


vacuum may be produced in on ex- 
tremely siroplt manner. There is em- 
ployed a test dnbe (a tube of glass clos- 
ed at one end), which In this particular 
case must be composed of a kind of 
glass that melts only at a very high 
temperature. Into the tube Is poured 
molten glass of another kind which 
melts at a comparatively low tempera- 
ture. When tbe latter has cooled, thus 
forming a solid (uass completely filling 
the tube, a suction pump Is attached to 
the open end of the tube* and heat Is 
then applied until the softer glass In 
side is again melted. The next step is 
to withdraw the molten glass by tneans 
of tbe pump, enough being left to close 
the end of the tube completely, when it 
is allowed to cool once mor£. As no 
air can enter the space left vacant by 
the withdrawal of tbe molten mass, a 
perfect vacuum, it is believed, is pro- 
duced there.—St. Louis Republic.

groscben, coined in 1519 by order of 
Count Sobhck from the metal of a 
recently opened mine, nnd it beeamt,- 
known as tbe jonchimsthaler, or "tha- 
ler" alone for short 
Before 1600 the 


nimble English language bad already 
made "dollar" of this Thereafter this 
name was loosely used of all manner 
of coins, varying in value from 75 
cents to $1 2.1 and belonging to all man- 
ner of countries, from Sweden to Ja 
pan.

together about their work one day;

enlargements taken at a distance of 
about 200 feet. These animal pictures 
that I have to show, with three ex- 
ceptions are not enlargements. I was 
in each case within from 10 to 60, 
feet of every animal. 
The pictures that follow"*:, uly car- 
ried the audience into the midst of 
that wonderful northern forest. Birds 
to their native trees in the midst of 
beautiful 
scenery 
seemed almost 


ready to burst into song. The shy 
partridge was snapped in trilight, 
their color melting into the shades of 
the surrounding shrubbery. One show- 
ed the effect of the strong- jacklight 
when flashed out into the night onto 
a. deer. 
The animal stood, its head 


raised in curiosity merging just above 
the low bushes, with a look of sur- 
prise almost human upon its face. Dr. 
Hawkins has appropriately named the 
picture "Innocence Abroad." Another 
picture showed the effect of the light 
upon two does. 


Snapping a Bali Moose. 


Dr. Hawkins told of one never to 


be forgotten night when he resolved 
to snap the picture of a huge bull- , 


told him he was a fool for ever ven 
turing out upon that lake of mud 
surrounded as they were oy about 45 
moose. But he had resolved to se- 
cure the picture of that moose. As 
they started out many of the moose 
started towards them for the shore 
They were surrounded by the plung- 
ing animals. The boat was upset, men 
cameras and all plunged into 40 feet 
of mud. They regained the boat and 
returned to camp for a little while be- 
fore taking up the search 
again 


Then they caught a rare picture of a 
calf and its mother looking into the 
night, just as people sometimes do, 
as though to catch the meaning of 
that great dark beyond. Next they 
saw two gleaminj; eyes, the head of 
the great giant of the forest, the 
moose they had come to find. He 
walked through the brush and disap- 
peared into the water, but not be- 
fore his picture had been snapped. 


Pet of the Camp. 


The pictures carried the watchers 


into the northern winter. Pictures of 
deer and moose were shown in a land 
covered with a deep mantle of snow. 
It was here that Dr. Hawkins met 
little Singlehoof. Singlehoof was the 
pet of the lumber camp, the idol of 
the loggers. She had been wounded in 
a bear trap and taken to the camp and 
cured. She followed the men like a 
calf in the barnyard. One day while 
hunting with the camera he saw 
stains of olood upon the snow and fol- 
lowing the trail found the UUe pet 
guarded by three beautiful does. The 
little pet had been shot by a hunter 
She would never again put her trust 
in man, rather than that, she would 
crawl away and die. 


Several pictures showed the won- 


derful maternal 
love of the 


moose for her young. 


Pictures of the beaver, such as have 


never been taken by man before, were 
shown; the beaver in the actual work 
of making his house, in cutting down 
trees. 
One especially good picture 


showed two beaver, one upon the bank 
and the other climbing out of the wa- 
ter. Dr. Hawkins waited six days 'be- 
fore he could secure these pictures 
The door of the beaver home is al- 
ways under water, and the houses are 
built upon streams and lakes. 
The 


beaver can cut a 9 inch tree in three 
quarters of an hour Trees 1% feet 
feet in thickness are cut by them. 
The tail of the beaver is used to give 
warning in time of danger by strik- 
ing the water with it. 


"Shooting" a Bear. 
! 


With a supply of molasses, sugar, I 


cheese and all the dainties that might 
tempt a bear, Dr. Hawkins set out to 
secure pictures of bruin in his native 
life. For six nights he sat in a tree 
patiently waiting. On the seventh he 
got a picture of bruin having his 
first taste of mallasses. Another pic- 
ture showed a magnificent bear sil- 
houeted against the sky. Another 
showed two cubs caught at play; then 
showed an old bear and her family 
retreating into the brush. In the next 
pictuie a great bear was charging in- 
to the retreat of Dr. Hawkins. 
A 


fight with the bear followed and it 
was killed. Two cubs were snapped 
in midair as they jumped over the 
guide as he climbed a tree to capture 
them. 
Later two cubs were captured 


and trained as pets for the camp and 
when Dr. Hawkins returned to civili 
zation be brought them with him 
They caused a great deal of comment 
in the newspaper world when a re- 
porter got hold of a story of how 
they acted as nurse girl at Hawkins 
home and letters of protest poured in 
They are now in Franklin park, Bos 
ton. 


Although he loved the wild country, 


the caji of the great city was upon Dr. 
Hawkins, and he returned after ten 
years of isolation from civilization.

FOR SUMMER WEATHER. 


A most delicious cooling drink may 


be made with a sugar sirup, lemon 


Juice and a bottle of gin- 
ger ale. Cook together 
a pound of sugar and a 
pint of water until a 
thick eirup is made. Put 
two. tablespoonfuls of 
lemon juice and fill tip 
the glass with ginger 
ale. 
This is a drink 


which you will be called upon to re- 
peat. 


Ginger Cup—Thla is a. more elabo- 


rate drink and one which will be nice 
for company. The following ingredi- 
ents are needed: Three oranges, three 
lemons, twenty lumps of sugar, a cup 
of grated pineapple, eight cloves and 
a small stick of cinnamon, a pint of 
water, a quart of ginger aie and c/ack- 
ed ice Put the cloves into the oranges 
and let them stand for an hour or 
more to flavor the fruit. Next rub the 
sugar lumps over the orango and 
lemon ricds to get some of the essen- 
tall oils and flavor the fruit. 
Place 


the sugar in the punch bowl, add the 
Juice of the fruit and toe pineapple 
and the stick of cinnamon, let stand 
until serving time, then poar on wa- 
'ter and ginger ale, ana the ice and 
serve. 


Iced Coffee—This is a satisfying 


drink and when well made truly de- 
licious. Take a pint of strong freshly 
made coffee, chill, add a pint of milk, 
a pinch of powdered cinnamon, sweet- 
ened to taste and serve with cracked 
ice In tall glasses with whipped cream 
on top. 


Another Mint Cup—Braise a good 


sized bunch of mint after washing and 
drying well, boil together a cup of 
sugar and a pint of water and pour 
boiling hot over the mint. When cool 


strain and add the juice of two lem- 
ons, a cup*of pineapple juice, the Juice 
of two oranges and serve in glasses 
with Ice and a sprig of mint in each 
glass. Cocoa served cold with a gar- 
nish of whipped cream is nutritive as 
well as refreshing. 


Grape juice and shrubs of different 


kinds are all very good and may be 
varied by the addition of a dash of 
lemon juice.

Text of the Lesson, Mark x, 32-45. 


Memory Verses, 43-45—Golden Text, 
Mark x, 45—Commentary Prepjred 
by Rev. Eft M. Stearns. 
The first part of this lesson concern- 


ing His death and resurrection is re- 
corded in Matthew, Mark and Luke, but 
the second part, concerning the request 
of James and John and their mother, 
in Matthew and Mark only.

For either moist or dry dress- 


ings for -wounds glucose may be 
used. For the former, tht sur- 
face of the wound is first thor- 
oughly cleaned with sterilized 
cotton swabs moistened with a 
4.8 solution of glucose in water. 
This forms an isotonic saccha- 
rine "serum." It is then cover- 
ed with dressing soaked In the 
golution, which is secured in the 
usual manner with sterile wool 
and bandages. 


For the dry dressing powdered 


glucose is dusted »ver the sur- 
face of the wound. In some few 
cases this is painful, although 
the moist dressings occasion no 
pain 
The dressings are renew- 


ed every day for infected wounds 
and thoroughly cleansed at each 
dressing. 
When nearly disin- 


fected the dressing is changed 
only on alternate days, and then 
less frequently as healing l>ro- 
gresses. Glucose appears to fa- 
vor granulation and cicatriza- 
tion.

An Absolute Vacuum. 


What would seem to be an absolute 


vacuum may be produced in on ex- 
tremely siroplt manner. There is em- 
ployed a test dnbe (a tube of glass clos- 
ed at one end), which In this particular 
case must be composed of a kind of 
glass that melts only at a very high 
temperature. Into the tube Is poured 
molten glass of another kind which 
melts at a comparatively low tempera- 
ture. When tbe latter has cooled, thus 
forming a solid (uass completely filling 
the tube, a suction pump Is attached to 
the open end of the tube* and heat Is 
then applied until the softer glass In 
side is again melted. The next step is 
to withdraw the molten glass by tneans 
of tbe pump, enough being left to close 
the end of the tube completely, when it 
is allowed to cool once mor£. As no 
air can enter the space left vacant by 
the withdrawal of tbe molten mass, a 
perfect vacuum, it is believed, is pro- 
duced there.—St. Louis Republic.

Where Dollars Originated. 


Joachimstahl. near Carlsbad. Is his- 


toric as the birthplace of the original 
dollar. 
This was the silver gulden 


groscben, coined in 1519 by order of 
Count Sobhck from the metal of a 
recently opened mine, nnd it beeamt,- 
known as tbe jonchimsthaler, or "tha- 
ler" alone for short 
Before 1600 the 


nimble English language bad already 
made "dollar" of this Thereafter this 
name was loosely used of all manner 
of coins, varying in value from 75 
cents to $1 2.1 and belonging to all man- 
ner of countries, from Sweden to Ja 
pan.

The shy 
partridge was snapped in trilight, 
their color melting into the shades of 
the surrounding shrubbery. One show- 
ed the effect of the strong- jacklight 
when flashed out into the night onto 
a. deer. 
The animal stood, its head 


raised in curiosity merging just above 
the low bushes, with a look of sur- 
prise almost human upon its face. Dr. 
Hawkins has appropriately named the 
picture "Innocence Abroad." Another 
picture showed the effect of the light 
upon two does. 


Snapping a Bali Moose. 


Dr. Hawkins told of one never to 


be forgotten night when he resolved 
to snap the picture of a huge bull- , 


told him he was a fool for ever ven 
turing out upon that lake of mud 
surrounded as they were oy about 45 
moose. But he had resolved to se- 
cure the picture of that moose. As 
they started out many of the moose 
started towards them for the shore 
They were surrounded by the plung- 
ing animals. The boat was upset, men 
cameras and all plunged into 40 feet 
of mud. They regained the boat and 
returned to camp for a little while be- 
fore taking up the search 
again 


Then they caught a rare picture of a 
calf and its mother looking into the 
night, just as people sometimes do, 
as though to catch the meaning of 
that great dark beyond. Next they 
saw two gleaminj; eyes, the head of 
the great giant of the forest, the 
moose they had come to find. He 
walked through the brush and disap- 
peared into the water, but not be- 
fore his picture had been snapped.

Pictures of the beaver, such as have 


never been taken by man before, were 
shown; the beaver in the actual work 
of making his house, in cutting down 
trees. 
One especially good picture 


showed two beaver, one upon the bank 
and the other climbing out of the wa- 
ter. Dr. Hawkins waited six days 'be- 
fore he could secure these pictures 
The door of the beaver home is al- 
ways under water, and the houses are 
built upon streams and lakes. 
The 


beaver can cut a 9 inch tree in three 
quarters of an hour Trees 1% feet 
feet in thickness are cut by them. 
The tail of the beaver is used to give 
warning in time of danger by strik- 
ing the water with it. 


"Shooting" a Bear. 
! 


With a supply of molasses, sugar, I 


cheese and all the dainties that might 
tempt a bear, Dr. Hawkins set out to 
secure pictures of bruin in his native 
life. For six nights he sat in a tree 
patiently waiting. On the seventh he 
got a picture of bruin having his 
first taste of mallasses. Another pic- 
ture showed a magnificent bear sil- 
houeted against the sky. Another 
showed two cubs caught at play; then 
showed an old bear and her family 
retreating into the brush. In the next 
pictuie a great bear was charging in- 
to the retreat of Dr. Hawkins. 
A 


fight with the bear followed and it 
was killed. Two cubs were snapped 
in midair as they jumped over the 
guide as he climbed a tree to capture 
them. 
Later two cubs were captured 


and trained as pets for the camp and 
when Dr. Hawkins returned to civili 
zation be brought them with him 
They caused a great deal of comment 
in the newspaper world when a re- 
porter got hold of a story of how 
they acted as nurse girl at Hawkins 
home and letters of protest poured in 
They are now in Franklin park, Bos 
ton. 


Although he loved the wild country, 


the caji of the great city was upon Dr. 
Hawkins, and he returned after ten 
years of isolation from civilization.

FOR SUMMER WEATHER. 


A most delicious cooling drink may 


be made with a sugar sirup, lemon 


Juice and a bottle of gin- 
ger ale. Cook together 
a pound of sugar and a 
pint of water until a 
thick eirup is made. Put 
two. tablespoonfuls of 
lemon juice and fill tip 
the glass with ginger 
ale. 
This is a drink 


which you will be called upon to re- 
peat. 


Ginger Cup—Thla is a. more elabo- 


rate drink and one which will be nice 
for company. The following ingredi- 
ents are needed: Three oranges, three 
lemons, twenty lumps of sugar, a cup 
of grated pineapple, eight cloves and 
a small stick of cinnamon, a pint of 
water, a quart of ginger aie and c/ack- 
ed ice Put the cloves into the oranges 
and let them stand for an hour or 
more to flavor the fruit. Next rub the 
sugar lumps over the orango and 
lemon ricds to get some of the essen- 
tall oils and flavor the fruit. 
Place 


the sugar in the punch bowl, add the 
Juice of the fruit and toe pineapple 
and the stick of cinnamon, let stand 
until serving time, then poar on wa- 
'ter and ginger ale, ana the ice and 
serve. 


Iced Coffee—This is a satisfying 


drink and when well made truly de- 
licious. Take a pint of strong freshly 
made coffee, chill, add a pint of milk, 
a pinch of powdered cinnamon, sweet- 
ened to taste and serve with cracked 
ice In tall glasses with whipped cream 
on top. 


Another Mint Cup—Braise a good 


sized bunch of mint after washing and 
drying well, boil together a cup of 
sugar and a pint of water and pour 
boiling hot over the mint. When cool 


strain and add the juice of two lem- 
ons, a cup*of pineapple juice, the Juice 
of two oranges and serve in glasses 
with Ice and a sprig of mint in each 
glass. Cocoa served cold with a gar- 
nish of whipped cream is nutritive as 
well as refreshing. 


Grape juice and shrubs of different 


kinds are all very good and may be 
varied by the addition of a dash of 
lemon juice.

Memory Verses, 43-45—Golden Text, 
Mark x, 45—Commentary Prepjred 
by Rev. Eft M. Stearns. 
The first part of this lesson concern-

that crop was 1 pti- cent beter than 
the ten-year July 1 average condition, 
making the prospects good for a crop 
estimated by the department of agri- 
culture at 2,868,000,000 bushels, worth 
$2,007,600,000. That would be bet- 
ter than the average for the last five 
years. 


A 200,000,000 pound decrease in the 


tobacco crop is indicated, a total crop 
of 733,000,000 pounds being expected.
